resotirces, and it is obvious that it will take time for the new comers to obtain 
a firm footing, while, as the Registrar indicates, it. cannot be expected that 
great financial results will accrue at once. A cautious policy is the only 
wise one, and this is what the Registrar is evidently pursuing. Apart thom 
these considerations, the only true test of success in such a venture as is 
~ is the amount of benefit that the grower of the jute obtains. As the Regis- 
trar observes, the most notable event of the year is the establishment in 
Calcutta of the Bengal Wholesale Society, a federation of the local societies 
which acts as their agent for sales in the Calcutta market, so that ens ae 
be no need to rely on extra-co-operative assistance at any stage between 
cultivators’ field and the jute mill. Of the other sale societies, exclusive of 
those connected with jute, the Gosava Paddy Sale Society had a successful 
year. The total number of these societies rose from 58 to 78, the new addi- 
‘tions being nearly all concerned with jute. 

- The increased interest shown in the co-operative production 6f milk 
and milk products deserves special mention. There is an immense field for 
expansion in this direction, and, as the Registrar points out, improved faci- 
lities f marketing spells sooner or later improved cattle and improved 
cattle-keeping. Satisfied that there is money in well-bred and welldept 
kine, the cattle-keeper realizes it is worth his while to obtain cows of good

milking strains and to take pains over their welfare. During the year, the . 


number of milk societies increased from 76 to 97. Eighty-two of these are 
in the Calcutta group and are associated into the Calcutta Milk Union, 
whose fine modern Clee at No, 119, Bow Bazar was visited by the Royal 
Commission on Agriculture, and, more recently, by His Excellency. This

management. 

The artizans’ societies show little signs of expansion, and it seems, pro- 
bable that this is a field to the development of which the Co-operative and the 
Industries Departments might devote themselves conjointly with success. 
The Hon’ble Minister is convinced that the most feasible line of advance in 
respect of cottage industries is on co-operative lines. The existence of these 
artizan societies, few in number though they are, forms a nucleus on which 


* to work and Hon’ble Minister hopes that efforts will be made to effect 





progress in this direction. The Brahmanbaria Braziers Society, for in- 


"stance, now comprises nearly all the artizans in the locality. There must be 


other places where similar societies could be organized and their methods 
improved under the guidance of the Industries Department. 

There. was a large increase in the numbers of anti-malarial societies, 
vizm, trom 269 to 450, and their working seems on the whole to have been 
actory. 


It is gratifying to observe that the women’s organizations worked, with 
one exception; satisfactorily, and that one new society was started during 
‘the year. 


-8. There is little to comment on in the working of the higher industrial _ 


organizations, except to note the registration of a silk union in Malda, with 
45 societies affiliated to it. The main object of this is to provide marketing 
facilities for the silk produced, and its career will be watched with interest. 
The central banks rose from 98 to 103 in number, and are reported to 
have made good progress on the whole. It is satisfactory to learn that 
complaints as regards their attitude towards village societies are 
increasingly rare. ’ 
_ The Bengal Provincial Co-operative Bank enjoyed continued pros- 
perity. The turnover was the same as in the preceding year, viz., 
Rs. 5 crores.

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New Methods Reduce Smoke. 


Well designed plants are necessary for smoke prevention and fuel 
economy, but these fail unless correctly operated. It appears to be 
the general experience of Smoke Departments in dealing with the 
“human element,” the most important and elusive factor in smoke 
abatement, that engineers and firemen will not reduce smoke unless 
24 know they are constantly watched, that every offence is detected 
‘and quickly followed up. Obviously the undetected offences should be 

as low as possible. sot 
It is astonishing how inefficiencies collect around traditional 
methods. In June last. the Commission. broke from tradition and_re- 

, organised the system of smoke observing, to give better service. The 

detected offences, which are reported to the owners for their depart- 
mental action, immediately jumped from 320 to 800 a month. To 
deal with this increase, the old “follow up’’ system was then 
modernised, effecting a remarkable smoke reduction. 
Last year, 4,170 offences were reported. This year they rose to 
.7,433. And in addition to this 896 telephonic communications were 
sent to owners at the time of the commission of the offence, from ‘the 
Central Smoke Observatory. During at year the inspections and tests 
for educational purposes rose from 5,023 to 5,976. Statutory Warnings 
were issued in 3 cases as against 22 for last year. There have been 
no prosecutions during the last two years. It appears to be the general 
. experience in dealing with the skilled work of efficient smoke preven- 
Ns tion that a broad Sausaticital and co-operative policy gives better 
results than prosecuting owners for failing to do that which they do not 
know how to attempt. 


Complaints from the Public. 
The public increasingly apply for relief to the Commission, During 


the year 63 complaints were received against 48 for the previous year. 
In atfew cases the complaints were petty, but relief was given wher- 
ever possible. An sis of the complaints gives a fairly accurate 
idea of prevaili + onditions. Half the complaints are inst 
domestic and kindred laces using country soft coke as fuel. It 
estimated that about 80 per cent. of such fireplaces use this coke, 
ich is usually made at the collieries by burning raw coal in large 
pen sand driving the smoke and valuable gases into the atmos- 
re. It takes about 1} tons of raw coal to make one ton of coke. 
coke may be fairly smokeless when used in high draft boiler 
aces.

During the year the Commission examined and approved 69 plans, 


of which 64, covering nearly all types of industrial furnaces for this 
and other provinces, were made in the office of the Commission. The 
Commission’s wide experience was always at the disposal of the owners, 


Local Examples of Fuel Economy. 
About six years ago, the Commission by providing separators to 
prevent the discharge of light grit from the ¢ imneys and improving 


the furnaces, gave a great stimulus to the use of rice husk instead of - 


coal as fuel, This annually saved about 260,000 tons of coal for 
the province. Things then seemed good. But, lately, the local rice 
mills have experienced bad trading conditions. The mills have had to 
be frequently closed down, and with the waste of fuel in frequently 
raising steam they ran short of paddy husk. This had to be remedied. 
The first stage was to put in boiler feed heaters. Excellent feed 
heaters can be obtained at a price that the depressed trade cannot 
afford. Locally made heaters at a fraction of the cost and giving 
reasonable results were fitted, The next stage was to endeavour to boi 
the paddy with the exhaust steam from the engine instead of live 
steam direct from the boilers. This is now amnceseies working in one 
mill. The combination saves over 40 per cent, in fuel. 

In another case, where the public complained against the rubbish 
from a local Match Factory being burned in open heaps, plans have 
been issued of furnaces to burn this rubbish and provide the power and 
heat required by the factory. This is the second of its kind the first 
has been ih successful operation for some time. 

In a Jute Press, the owners’ well-directed endeavours for fuel 
economy, which were first set going over the original smoke trouble, 
have nearly halved the coal bill. The coal per bale of jute is now 
9-2 Ibs. against 17 lbs. in the old days. ‘They hope to lower the cost 
further. The smoke trouble has been abolished. 


Local Mill Ranks in the World’s Best. 
Much interest is centered in a 6 Lancashire «boiler installation, at 
a jute mill, designed to burn cheap slack coal, nearing completion 
which should rank amongst the most economical of its kind in the 
world, and is also a hi h achievement in the scientific handling of 


India’s fuel problems. he boilers are designedly 6 feet shorter than ° 


the standard length so as to give a very high steam super heat and 
to deliver the gases at about 800°F., to the main flues. A water 
economiser then reduces the temperature of the gases to about 600° F. 
after which an air heater further reduces them to a temperature less 
than °F ,, before entering the chimney. The air heater in turn 
raises the temperature of the air for the combustion of the coal to about 
400° F, The boiler feed water is raised by exhaust steam to a tempera- 
ture of 200° F., before it enters the economiser. ‘The steam for process 
work is bled from the main turbines. A very complete equipment of 
recording, measuring and testing instruments ‘is provided. 


Abating Smoke from Cheap Slack Coal Leads to Fuel Economy. 


The extended use of the cheaper grades of highly bituminous slack 
coal has greatly complicated the local smoke problem, ‘To efficiently. 
abate smoke when using such coal in Lancashire boilers ha ‘ing restricted

It marks a high stage in the solution of this important subject. A 
sketch of the arrangement is appended. 


‘Grit and Ash from Cheap Fuel. 












A serious aspect of the smoke nuisance is the damage caused to 
public health by solids in the smoke. The recently extended use of - 
cheap fuel throughout the world has produced it own grit problems. 
In burning pulverised coal some say the grit is so light that it floats from 
the chimney and is only brought down by rain. In a recent complaint 
regarding the grit from a pulverised fuel, Super Power Station, a com- 
plainant ese a bucket of grit, alleged to be daily collected from 
a small adjacent verandah. 

A small station daily using 300 tons of pulverised coal with 20 per 
cent. of ash will anuually discharge from the chimney about 17,000 
tons of grit. These problems, in all probability, will soon be in 
Calcutta. Every scientific Smoke Department is awaiting the intro- 
duction of a cheap and efficient grit catcher. 

Many of the mills, in the local controlled territory, are now using 
cheap fuel with artificial draft, which accentuates the grit problem. 
As this practice is rapidly extending, it is for serious consideration 
when artificial draft is installed whether grit catchers should be fitted. 

The Calcutta Electric Supply Corporation, who recently fitted the 
latest type of grit catchers at their South Power Station, gives the 
following report on a week’s run on slack coal :— 


‘Total coal burned during the period -. 811 tons 
Total boiler steaming hours during the period .. 280 hours. 
Grit collected during the period -. 4 tons 11 ewt 


There, were only two 50,000 Ibs. boilers steaming at any time and 
the boilers were not Seneine at their full capacity.’ 2 
This represents about 240 tons of grit a year, and if similar grit 


catchers had been fitted to the Company’s Central Station the total 
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annual collection of grit from both would be about 1,000 tons per 
annum. ae 

Four similar grit arresters are being fitted at Tallah Pumping 
Station owned by the Calcutta Corporation. re 

The Commission have sent an expression of me! thas to the 
Calentta Electric Supply Corporation on the excellent results of the 
grit catchers and also on the general reduction in smoke from their 

Power Station following the appointment of their own Smoke

During the year 627 motors equivalent to 4,585 
horse power were connected to the system of the Calcutta Electric 
Supply Corporation, Ltd. There’ are now approximately 6,059 motors,* 
equivalent to 56,373 horse power, connected to the system.

As usual, the Director, Eastern Circle, Survey of India, inspected the 
traverse work carried on in this Presidency, and both he and the Officer-in- 
charge of the Photo-Litho office inspected the Bengal Drawing Office and 
made some valuable suggestions for improvement in the drawing and typing 
of the maps and their reproduction. The Director, Eastern Circle, also 
gave valuable assistance and advice in connection with the survey of a forest 
area in Chittagong from the air. The Governor in Council has noticed with 
pleasure that these officers of the Survey of India were satisfied with the 
work done by the Survey Department of the Local Government.

4. The major settlement operations in Nadia were brought to a close 
and those in Khulna and Pabna-Bogra were practically finished during the 
year under report. The operations in Murshidabad-Birbhum and in the 










-24-Parganas were in full swing with all stages of work in progress. The

former settlement has got through an unusually heavy programme with 
efficiency and despatch, while the latter, in spite of the exceptionally lar 
number of plots per square mile, made satisfactory progress in almost all 
branches of work. 


5. The total area of which a record-of-rights has been prepared is now 
48,366 sq. miles out of 66,498 sq. miles in the Presidency to which the Bengal 
Tenancy Act applies. The settlement maps and records continued to prove 
of assistance to the various departments of administration which used them, 
and their popularity with the public was evidenced by the increased number 
of sales of khatians and village-maps during the year. 


6. Mr. A. K. Jameson, 1.¢.s., was in charge of the Departments through- 
out the year, except for a short period from 1st to 29th October, when Khan 
Bahadur M. A. Momen officiated in his place. The Governor in Council has. 
much pleasure in acknowledging the efficiency and care with which both 
officers have managed the two Departments under their control and. the 
comprehensive and interesting report submitted by Mr. Jameson. His. 
Excellency in Council is also pleased to direct that the-good work done by 
the Survey Officers, Messrs. C. A. O’Donel, I. Newton and H. H. Creed, and 
Settlement Officers, Messrs. J. B. Kindersley, B. E. J. Burge, K. A. L. Hill 
and Rai B. B. Mukharji Bahadur, as also by the other officers mentioned in 
the concluding paragraphs of the Survey an Settlement Reports be noted.

The Governor in Council understands that some doubr prevails as to the 
number of days which District and Subdivisional Officers are expected to 
spend on tour in their respective charges, in view of the fact that the orders 
issued in Appointment Department Resolution No. 176A., dated the 10th 
January 1916, were declared to be in supersession of all previous orders and 
did not actually prescribe the minimum number of days a District Officer or 
Subdivisional Officer was required to be on tour during a year. 


2. Recent changes in the administration have undoubtedly altered the 
nature of the work to be done on tour by District and Subdivisional Officers, 
as except in a very few cases they are no longer responsible for the work 
of district and local boards. But in the opinion of the Governor in Council 
it is essential that these officers shall acquire by regular touring an intimate 
personal knowledge of the requirements of the areas of which they are in 
executive charge and afford the inhabitants an opportunity of making their 
needs known to the local representative of the executive Government. 
Further, in the interests of the gradual development of self-governing 
institutions, it is essential that District and Subdivisional Officers shall take 
an interest in the work of union boards and other units of self-government 
whether in villages or in towns, and shall assist with advice and encourage- 
ment educational, co-operative and other institutions of a similar nature. 

8. For these duties and for the various official inspections which every 
executive officer is bound by rule to make, the Governor in Council considers 
it essential that District and Subdivisional Officers shall spend a considerable 
time away from their headquarters each year. Therefore, while making no 
change in the general principles laid down in Resolution No 176 A., dated 
the 10th January 1916, for the guidance of touring officers, he considers it 
desirable to lay it down explicitly that District and Subdivisional Officers 
are expected to spend at least 90 days in the year on tour in their respective 
areas of administration.
